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At 5:30 p. mo on k February, 20 jet bombers were counted outsice the hancars. 
A plane with the blue Yo 18 took off and circled the field once.(1} The hangars 
were closed. A snow plow towed by a tractsr clesred the rumvay and taxivays 
of snow 3 to |, cr deep. Hetween 6 and 10:30 p. m., three jet bombers practic- 
ed flying. The weather was slightly cloudy. At the take-off point there 

were 2 trucks, 1 fire truck, 2 radio trucks with a rod antenna about l meters 
high, 1 radio truck with a plexiglass cupola, a rod antenna , another antenna 
nast with a triangular device on its top, and 3 trucks with mounted search- 
lights, eacr about 1.5 meters in diameter. Only one searchlight v:as in opera- 
tion. It ro ated eight times from north to sovth thus lighting the runvay. 
The runway lights were continually on, hen jet planes took off, a jet of 

fire 1 meter long was observed at the nozzle exhaust. “his jet of fire dis 
appeared after the take-off. The planes remained aloft for about 10 minutes. 


Between noon and 3 p.m. on 5 February, only two biplanes practiced take-offs 
and landings on the sodded landing field. The hangars were closed, A total of 
28 jet bombers were obser.:d outside ths hangars on the landing field. be- 
tween G a, m, and 3 np. x. on 6 February 11 jet bombers circled over the field 
for about 15 minutes. ‘he weather ras clear. Another 15 jet bombers were 
parked in front of the closed hangars. At 2 p. m. on 7 February, 28 jet 
Lonbers were counted in front of the hanrars, [t 2:15 Po Mey & jet bomber 
took off and circled the field once, Another jet bomber took of f at 2:30 p, Ms 5 
but its landing was not observed. The occupation on & February was the same 
as on 7 February. HRetween 8:10 a. m. andl p. Moy Hine jet bombers made indi- 
vidual flights below the cloud base. The ~cather was very cloudy. A total 
of three biplancs which are probably parked in the hangars, have been ob- 
served at th: field to date. No four-jet »lanes were observed at the field, 
(2) In the morning of 9 February, Soviet soldiers renoved snow fron the run< 
way with brooms. They did not sand the rumvay. 
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On 28 January, three type-30 planes and a type~27 plane practiced flying 

over the field. There was a light snow. There was a visibility of about 

3 km and a 5C0-meter cloud base. Source did not observe that the crews were 
changed. or that flying perrcnnel stord at the take-off point. The type-27 

plane made flights of 30 to 45 minutes. At night, three type-30 aircraft 
circled over the field. On 29 January, a type-30 plane with the No Y 1 circled 
over the field. There was a 8/10 overcast at an altitude of 1,000 meters and 

a visibility of 10 km. Three type-3¢ planes were again observed flying at 
night. On 30 January, there was flying by a type-30 and 2 type-27s during the 
day and three type~30s at night. The weather was the same as on 28 January. 

At 10 aom. on 31 January, two type-27s with the Neos 18 and 19 took off. There 
was a good visibility and a cloud base at about 1,000 meters. Source cbserved 
that eight bombs were loaded on each plane. Twenty minutes after the take-off, 
the explosion of individual bombs and sticks of bombs was heard from the : 
southwest. (11) The two plenes remained aloft for about 5 minutes. After landing, 
they were again loaded with bombs and took off another time. This procedure was 
repeated a third time. The last landing was at 2:30 p.m. Three type~27 planes 
with the Nos 8, 23 and 28 also made local flights. At night, three type-30s 
were aloft. On 1 February, type-27 aircraft with the Nos &, 23 and 28 and a 
type-30 with the No Y 1 were observed flying. This continued although the 
Visibility was limited to abait 100 meters by a snowfall. At 3 perm. the following 
aircraft were counted at the field: 5 type-27s, including the Nes 6, 17 and 22, 
on the western disrersal area; 5 type-308, including the Nes Y 1, Y2 and Y3 in 
front of Hangar 73 and 29 jet borbers whose types could not be chserved in front 
of the other hangars. Three type-30 planes circled over the field at night. The 
flying activity cescribed above took place from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. and from 6 p.m. 
to 2 a.m. "very cay before flying activity started, plane Y 1 circled the field 
ence. No auxiliary fuel tanks were noticed on the jet bembers, and no four-jet 
planes were cbserved at the field. During the flying activity, aircraft repeat- 
edly flew above the clouds. Setween 5:30 p.m. on 4 February and l a.m. the next 
morning, two twin-jet bombers made local flights. There was a food visibility 
and a 8CO-meter cloud base. At &:30 a.m. on & *“ebruary, a type-30 plane with 

the No Y 3 took off fram the field. There was a medium degree of cloudiness 

and a visibility of about 10 km. It snowed occasionally. Three type-27 planes 
with the Nos 06, 16 and 18 flew from 9:30 a.m. to 2 pom. At 2:30 pom, a total 
of 30 jet bombers were counted in the dispersal areas. The aircraft parked in 
the hanrara could not be counted. 


The snow on the rumray was blom of'f by tubes. Subsequently, 300 men cleaned 
the runway with brooms. Salt was scattered on icy spots by manure spreaders. 
When the runway became slippery again, 300 men were observed to clean it with 
wooden shovels and brooms. A caterpillar tractor towing a snow plow was in 
operation after 31 January. The snow had an average depth of 10 em. After the 
first snowfall, the nortrern edge of the runway was marked with pine branches, 
while the southern edge was marked by the bases of the runway lamps. Cn the 
morning of & February, L°O soldiers swept the water off the eastern section of 
the runway. 


Source observed that a type-27 with the No 8 had a straight antenna mast about 
20 cm long fitted at the right side aft of the cabin. This mast with an epgp- 
shaped device at its top pointed upward to the rear, A wire led from the pilot's 
cabin via the egg-shaped device to the unper edge of the rudder assembly. 
Another wire branched off vertically in line with the base of the ruddar 
assembly. This wire led to an uncetermined spot in the fuselare. 


The type~27 aircraft had landing flaps w-ich were extended at an anple.of abcut 
50 deprees while the plane was still taxying. The take~offs were always made 
from the eastern turning apron. The planes, including those lcaded with eight 
i-meter borbs, required a runway length of about 1,10D meters for taking off. 
After the landing, the planes usually taxied as far as the western communication 
lane. The nose gunner entered by means of a ladder through a lid about 70 om 
jong which opened te the left and extended as far as the plexiglass nose section
